\t 4:42 pan, Monday, Callao 


was bustling with the activity 
that goes with being Peru's ma- 
jor seaport and the maritime 
gateway to Lima, seven miles to 
the east. 


By 4:53, the shock wave from 


a 
massive earthquake a few 


miles 
offshore had struck the 


city with unbelievable force and 
32 persons were dead or dying. 
Most 
were children crushed 


when 
roofs of the 
makeshift 


huts in the slums known as bar- 
riadas collapsed. 


More than 70 persons were 


hospitalized. Another 250 had 
minor injuries. 


Glass, plaster and walls of 


buildings 
tumbled 
into 
the 


streets or 
collapsed 
inward, 


trapping some residents. 


Panic spread, then mounted 


is a rumor flashed through the 
city that a tidal wave was rush- 
ing toward the coast. There was 
a tidal wave, but it headed out 
into the Pacific, not inland, and 
dissipated. 


Pedestrians 
were 
warned 


away from buildings with gap- 
ing cracks in the walls along the 
main street. Homeowners and 
shopkeepers swept up glass and 
plaster and piled debris at the 
curb to wait the refuse trucks. 


Life was returning to normal 


today. But the cracks in the 
buildings remained, foretelling 
widespread demolition that will 
be necessary as the damage is 
catalogued. 


The quake was Peru's most 


savage in years. By unofficial 
count, 101 were killed and 1,000 
injured, 
but casualty reports 


were incomplete. The U.S. Em- 
bassy in Lima said no Ameri- 
cans were among the killed or 
injured.

Says Player 
Cost Reason 
for Merger 


By JOHN BECKLER 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


high cost of signing players is a 
major reason why National and 
American Football League own- 
ers want to merge, says Rep, 
Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y. 


"They are poor labor negotia- 


tors and are asking Congress to 
rescue them from their own in- 
eptitude and folly," says Celler, 
chairman of the House antitrust 
subcommittee. 


Passage of a bill exempting 


the merger from the antitrust 
laws is regarded as a certainty. 
But Celler, who had hoped to 
hold up the legislation until he 
could explore its consequences 
fully in public hearings, is going 
down fighting, 


He said Tuesday he will try to 


eliminate the merger provision 
from an administration tax bill, 
to which the Senate added it In 
a maneuver to get around Cell- 
er. There was a possibility the 
bill would come up in the House 
today. 


Celler said the hearings that 


were held made it clear the de- 
sire for a common draft that 
would end the bidding between 
leagues for star players was a 
powerful factor in launching the 
merger. 


Celler said when the merger 


is given antitrust immunity, the 
owners will have virtually un- 
limited power over the players, 
who he said would have to play 
for the team that drafts them at 
the price offered or not play at 
all. And the players would have 
no safeguard against abuse, he 
said. 


"This would not be permitted 


in any other business," he said* 
"Now when a player is abused, 
he may bring an action under 
the antitrust laws. After this bill 
is enacted he will have no direct 
and effective remedy. It is a 
shameful 
thing to do to any 


group of employes." 


The 
Senate, 
which 
twice 


passed the bill 
unanimously, 


never held any hearings on it. 


Celler said the senate action 


of 
forcing acceptance 
of the 


merger provision as part of an 
important 
tax 
bill, 
with no 


chance to consider it separately, 
was "an affront to the delibera- 
tive process of Congress."

He was 
exlected to minimize the signif- 
icance of the crisis at the Ma- 
nila meeting but he will be una- 
ble to hide the fact that South 
Viet Nam is still wracked by 
unresolved political pains. 


"There

crises," Ky told newsmen ear- 
lier this week. "One more or 
less doesn't make any differ- 
ence." 


But an announcement of the 


ministers' 
resignations, attri- 


buted to high government offi- 
cials, also contained statements 
that could prove highly embarx- 
rassing to Ky at Manila and 
provide Communist North Viet 
Nam and the Viet Cong with;, 
propaganda fodder. 


The ministers said they were 


concerned that South Viet Nam 
"is becoming a police state," 
that the military should "stop 
poking their noses into business 
they know nothing about," and 
that they had demanded "the 
government show some signs of 
accomplishing something to bet- 
ter the life of the people in gen- 
eral." 


The dissident ministers, who 


said they put their resignations 
on Ky's desk this morning, in- 
cluded Deputy Premier Nguyen 
Luu Vien, and Finance Minister 
Au Truong Thanh, both mem- 
bers of South Viet Nam's dele- 
gation to the Manila meeting. 


The crisis stems from resent- 


ment by South Vietnamese na- 
tives in the Cabinet against dor- 
mination of the government by 
men from North Viet Nam who 
came south after the Commu- 
nists took over in 1954. 


Ky and most of the military 


men who hold the real power 
are northerners. Civilians in the 
Cabinet, including most of the 
southerners, have been confined 
largely to administrative roles.

road 
project includes 


widening of Avenue B to a 36- 
foot paved road from the North 
Hervey underpass west to the 
industrial site, and also 3000 
feet of new road inside the in- 
dustiral area. 


The water development pro- 


ject includes a 12-inch main to the 
industrial area with sufficient 
pressure 
to provide sprinkler 


systems for new industries locat- 
ing there. 


The 12-inch water line would 


also extend south to the new trade 
school and would provide greater 
water supplies for the feed mill 
and lumber manufacturing com- 
panies on the southern edge of the 
city. 


Money for the project is being 


provided by a $200,000 federal 
grant with matching funds by the 
city, Mr. Medders pointed out.

Peace Corp

Vaughn, who rushed 
to 


Nigeria three months ahead of 
schedule 
after the volunteers 


threatened to strike, announced 
Tuesday no changes would be 
made in living allowances "until 
the situation in Nigeria returns 
to normal." 


Tribal hostilities are threat- 


ening to split the nation. Ob- 
servers feel it will be a long 
time before local politics re- 
turns to normal. 


The corps members threat- 


ened last month to strike after 
reports that their living allow- 
ance 
of about $149 a month 


would be cut $5 to $15. With 
about 700 volunteers, the mis- 
sion in Nigeria is the second 
largest in the world. 


Since 
his arrival 
Oct. 8,

He said Tuesday that the pro- 


posed cut in living allowances 
would

The volunteers said the strike 


threats were made "in despera- 
tion" to get policymakers in 
Washington to hear their com- 
plaints. They protested that de- 
cisions were being made with- 
out consulting workers in the 
field.

"We have said repeatedly that 


we do not seek a permanent 
military presence in Viet Nam 
and have offered to agree to a 
time schedule for supervised, 
phased withdrawal of all exter- 
nal forces — those of North Viet 
Nam as well as those of the 
United States." 


Goldberg noted that the Unit- 


ed States had made a commit- 
ment to a political solution of 
the Viet Nam issue and stands 
ready to enter into immediate 
talks whether they be formal or 
informal, public or private. 


"Similarly we have offered to 


take the first step toward dees- 
calation: to order a prior end to 
all bombing of North Viet Nam 
the moment there is assurance 
that there would be a response 
from North Viet Nam," he said,

Court Blocks 
Merger of

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court has blocked the 
planned Nov. 1 merger of the 
Pennsylvania 
and 
New York 


Central railroads pending the 
hearing of arguments on Jan. 9, 
and a final decision on various 
objections. 


The merger thus will be de- 


layed at least until mid-Janu- 
ary, and probably much later 
depending on hos fast the high 
tribunal can reach a decision 
and prepare its opinion or opin- 
ions. 


The merger would create the 


nation's largest rail system with 
assets of more than ?4 billion 
and nearly 20,000 miles of track, 


The court issued a two-page 


printed statement Tuesday an- 
nouncing its grant of a stay as 
requested by a group of rail- 
roads, eight Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey towns and Milton J. 
Shapp, 
Democratic 
candidate 


for governor of Pennsylvania, 


They asked the stay after a
